Campbell, who has built 60 
stores which are leased to 
Walgreens in the Midwest, said 
he believes he can entice the 
Deerfield, [1]. based corporation 
to come to Grayling if he can get 
a brake on property taxes. 

Campbell is purchasing the 
property from Jim Vanderlaan, a 
developer from Lake City who 
owns several commercial and 
residential properties in 
Grayling. 

Vanderlaan recently purchased 
the Super 7 Motel, which he will 
soon demolish to relocate ten- 


ants located at the comer of M- 
72 East and the I-75 Business 


Loop. 


Vanderlaan encouraged coun- 
ty officials to give the TURBO 
program serious consideration. 

“It can have a domino effect, 
and if this can be the first domt- 
no to fall for Grayling, 1 think it 
would be just outstanding, 
Vanderlaan said. 

The TURBO program gives 
developers a 100 percent tax 
brake for one-year on property 
taxes while the business is under 
construction. The deed for the 
property is transferred into a 
land bank overseen by the gov- 
emmental entity to take advan- 
tage of the tax-exempt status. 
The program then calls for up to 
a 50 percent tax brake for the 
five following years, after the 
property is transferred back to 
the property owner. 

After several weeks of study- 
ing feasibility of the program, 
County Commissioner Rick 
Anderson said he believes it is 


» 


time to make a decision on the 
economic development initia- 
tive. 

“Some people want us to 
either move forward or drop it,” 
said Anderson, adding that the 
program may encourage the 
redevelopment of blighted and 
contaminated properties. “The 
land bank is here, and it’s going 
to be a_ prevalent part in doing 
business, especially in northern 
Michigan.” 

Commissioner Scott Hanson 
stressed that proceeding with 
plans for the land bank would 
not automatically give the green 
light for a tax break for a 
Walgreens store. Crawford 
County Treasurer Joe Wakeley 
and other county officials would 
be appointed to the new county 
panel that would oversee the 
land bank. 

“The establishment of a land 
bank does not mean that the land 
bank would do what Walgreens 
is attempting to do,” Hanson 
said. “There are no guarantees.”

It might work the other way around, 
however, as Mr. Brewer suggests. 
Without Michigan, a Democratic candi- 
date has little chance to become presi- 
dent. 

* * * 

ANOTHER EMPHASIS coming out 
of the convention will be to win two 
more congressional seats. Democrats 
covet the Ninth District in Oakland 
County, held by veteran incumbent Joe 
Knollenberg, and the Fifth District in 
seven counties in rural southern 
Michigan, won by freshman Tim 
Walberg, after a bitter primary victory 
over one-termer Joe Schwarz. 

“Democrats in those two districts (in 
2006) demonstrated, without any nation- 
al help, that those two districts are 
winnable,’ Mr. Brewer said. 

His Republican counterpart, GOP 
Chair Saul Anuzis, dismisses 
Democrats’ optimism. 

“Because we had such a large anti- 
Republican tsunami nationally,’ Mr. 
Anuzis claims, “some races were closer 
than they otherwise would be.” 

It’s time for the “great mentioner” to 


Start tossing out names for both cam- 
paigns. 

In Oakland county, Democratic possi- 
bilities include Gary Peters, state lottery 
commissioner and former state senator 
and one-time candidate for governor; 
David Woodward, Oakland county com- 
missioner; and Andy Levin, son off US 
Rep. Sander Levin, nephew of US Sen. 
Carl Levin (who has announced he will 
run again in 2008), and close loser in a 
race for state senator last year .... plus, 
of course, any of the Democratic county 
commissioners, city officials, state rep- 
resentatives or senators, past or present, 
from Oakland county. 

In the Fifth District, the picture this far 
ahead is even foggier. One likely candi- 
date will be Sharon Renier, an organic 
farmer, who has run at least twice, plus 
any county or local official and present 
or past Democratic candidates or office 
holders from Eaton, Calhoun, Jackson, 
Branch, Hillsdale, Lenawee and most of 
Washtenaw counties, ; 

Not at stake next year are the gover- 
nor’s Office and the state senate, but 
Democrats will mobilize to maintain and 
increase their narrow state house major- 
ity won last year. 


A vital legislative struggle will be the 
2010 election when both house and sen- 
ate are up. The 2011-12 legislature will 
draw legislative and congressional dis- 
trict lines in accord with the 2010 cen- 
sus, and thus have great influence over 
which party will contro! the legislature 
and Michigan’s congressional delegation 
for the next 10 years.

LONG LIFE — With reelection at this 
year’s convention, Mark Brewer set 
another longevity record for service as 
state Democratic party chair. 

He’s already the longest serving state 
Democratic chair in the country. 

With his new term, he will surpass the 
tenure of the late Neil Staebler of Ann 
Arbor, who was Michigan Democratic 
chair 1949-60, all through the guberna- 
torial career of G. Mennen Williams and 
who guided Gov. Williams’ six elections. 

Mr. Brewer first won the job in 1995, 
serving until early 2003 when newly- 
elected Gov. Jennifer Granholm pre- 
ferred Detroit lawyer Melvin “Butch” 
Hollowell - a close friend, campaign 
adviser, and candidate for secretary of 
state on the Granholm ticket — as state 
party chair. That didn’t go well with 


some party powers, so Mr. Hollowell 
became party chair and Mr. Brewer 
became the party’s executive chair, shar- 
ing leadership duties between the two. 
That awkward system lasted two years, 
then Mr. Brewer was back in complete 
control — this time with a Granholm 
blessing — and so it has been. 

Mark Brewer deserves high marks for 
survival in the political jungle, especial- 
ly with no governor of his party for so _. 
long. He has helped bring the Michigan - 
Democratic party to the challenging 
position it now holds. 

Certainly the ‘‘anti-Republican tsuna- 
mi” of which GOP Chair Anuzis speaks 
had some effect on Michigan voters last 
year, but the surge of Democratic votes 
was powerful. 

Depending on what happens in war 
and economy during the next year or so 
— and of course, the presidential cam- 
paign and who the. nominees are -- 
another voter tsunami could surface in 
2008. It’s a good bet Mark Brewer will 
have his party ready.

Swift winter winds knocked 
power out for hundreds of area 
residents and sent students home 
from school early last week, 

High winds caused an arm on

Electronic tethers, GPS devices backed 
to protect domestic abuse victims

Domestic violence laws are 
being examined again after the 
brutal death of Mount Pleasant 
resident Mary Lynn Babb. 

One proposal is for.a space-age 

warning device to alert potential 
victims that their attackers are 
nearby... 
Rep Bill Caul, “R=-Mount 
Pleasant, ‘is drafting a bill that 
would authorize courts to require 
domestic abusers to pay for and 
wear a Global Positioning 
System (GPS) tether device. It 
would give off a signal warming 
their abuse victims. 

GPS uses a series of satellites 
to pinpoint and record the exact 
location of a person or object. 
The location is then sent through 
radio waves to a computer or 
detection device. 

“The goal of the tether is to, 
one, alert the victim of the 
abuser’s presence neatby, and 
two, allow enough time for the 
victim to seek protection, 
whether that means leaving the 
area or calling the police,” Caul 
said, 

The victim of a convicted or 
alleged abuser would carry a 
small GPS device and a cell 
phone. If the abuser gets too 
close, the device would signal the 
potential victim, who could then 
call police. 

Caul said the need for the bill 
stems from concerns of con- 
stituents about the violent deaths 
of two women in the past year 
and a half. 

-Babb, the most recent victim, 
was fatally shot. Her estranged 
husband, who was already await- 
ing trial on several. assault 


charges, is charged with murder. 
According to police reports, on 
Jan. 9 Thomas Daniel Babb wait-

ed for her in the parking lot of the 
Morning Sun newspaper office 
where she worked. When she 
pulled into the parking lot, he 
rammed her SUV with his pickup 
until it flipped over, police said. 
Witnesses told police that Mary 
Babb tried to escape but was shot 
twice in the chest with a -20- 
gauge shotgun. . es 

‘Police’ said Mary Babb’ had 
‘obtained’ 4 ‘personal’ protéction 
order and that her husband had 
been released on bond after being 
charged with beating and sexual- 
ly assaulting her. 

“At every level, protection 
orders are important, but we have 
to look beyond them. Protection 
orders are not always enough 
when there are abusers free on 
bond,” said Kathy Hagenian of 
the Michigan Coalition Against 
Domestic and Sexual Violence. 

Hagenian said even if current 
laws to protect domestic violence 
victims were enforced to the 
fullest extent, that wouldn’t be 
enough. 

“A lot of abusers get in trouble 
for violations, but we have to go 
beyond the violation of protec- 
tion orders and we need to punish 
them for the crimes they commit- 
ted when they violated the pro- 
tection order, not just the viola- 
tion itself?’ Hagenian said. 

Hagenian said the coalition 
welcomes Caul’s proposed legis- 
lation, “We very much appreciate 
his concern for survivors and his 
interest in further protection.” 

Caul said he hasn’t heard any 
opposition to the bill, but as it 
moves through the process, 
domestic violence victims’ advo- 
cates and survivors may have 
questions. 

“We want to address the vic- 
tims’ concerns with the bill and 
make sure it becomes something 


that everyone can agree on. Our 
ultimate goal is to achieve the 
best legislation possible,” he said. 

In 2000, the Michigan 


. Domestic Violence Prevention 


and Treatment Board launched a 
pilot tether project with a grant 
from the Department of Human 
Services, 

Eng, pnenyeat . project, allowed 
district courtijudges in: Oakland 
and Otsego counties the option of 
requiring tethers for domestic 
abusers, 

Twelve defendants in Oakland 
County and one in Otsego 
County were put on tethers. _ 

While the defendants wore the 
GPS tethers, none of their vic- 
tims were harassed, threatened or 
attacked, a project report said. 
However, when some of the 
defendants were released from 
the tether, they resumed immedi- 
ate contact with their victims. 

The project concluded that if 
there is no behavior modification 
or reinforcing treatment while on 
the system, tethering will not 
have long-lasting benefits. 

Other problems included 
equipment and monitoring fail- 
ures and judges who wanted to 
use the tether as alternative to jail 
time, which was not allowed by 
the program. { 

Hagenian said, “For some of 
the victims, the tethers were very 
helpful, but they required a lot of 
victim participation. They had to 
say where they would be and 
notify those who monitored them 
of any change in locations. Also, 
for some, the warnings seemed to 
come too late.” 

Technology has advanced 
since 2000, and the new system 
may not be as cumbersome for 
victims, she added, 

“We need to keep the perpetra- 
tor away from the victims. The

DNR wants to sell Mio office for $1

One dollar. One George 
Washington. 100 copper Abe 


Lincolns. 

It doesn’t buy much these 
days, but for Oscoda County, it 
could buy space for a jail or 
offices. 

A pending Senate bill would 
let the county buy the building 


that houses the Department of 


Natural Resources (DNR) Mio 
field office for that miniscule 
amount of money. 

The $1 price tag results from 
complicated negotiations over 
the building, which involved 
county officials, representatives 
from the DNR and Sens. Tony 


Stamas, R-Midland, and 
Michelle MéManus, R-Lake 
Leelanau. 


“We had discussed it previous- 
ly because the state can’t donate 
to a non-profit or other govern-

mental agencies.” said County 
Commissioner Michael] Hunt. 
“So when we talked with Mr. 
Stamas in his office, we said, 
“Well, how can we transfer this?’ 

“And somebody in the room 
said, ‘We could sell it to you for 
$1, just to have a purchase 
price.” 

The Stamas bill is in the Senate 
Appropriations Committee. If 
passed, it would require the DNR 
to transfer the deed to its facili- 
ties to the county. 

Oscoda County has tried for 
more than five years to acquire 
the two-acre property. 

“In 2001, we got a letter at the 
Oscoda County commissioners 
office that the DNR was willing 
to offer that property and build- 
ing to Oscoda County, and we 
were interested,” Hunt said. “We 
sent a letter back and we started 
the process of trying to acquire 
that land.” 

While experiencing what Hunt 


called “delay after delay,” he and 
other county officials contacted 
their representatives and sena- 
tors, but even that was to little 
avail. Stamas stepped in to help, 
but things continued moving 
slowly. 

Months of silence following a 
2006 meeting between county 
and state officials ended with an 
e-mail from Stamas’ office say- 
ing the DNR was having prob- 
lems with a consolidation survey 


of its offices and with the compa- 


ny conducting that survey. 

Rodney Stokes, legislative liai- 
son for the DNR, said the depart- 
ment’s initial request for the sur- 
vey was returned because of a 
technical problem, and the com- 
pany conducting the survey 
asked for more time to complete 
its analysis. 

“I’m sure the local unit of gov- 
ernment and probably even the 
legislator are saying we're 
Stalling, but it has been a series of 


issues that’s beyond our control,” 
he said. 

The Mio field office’s staff 
includes a fire officer, because it 
is located in a critical area for 
wildfires and forest fires, accord- 
ing to Stokes. _ 

“It’s a strategic location for us 
in -terms of fisheries and 
wildlife,” said DNR public infor- 
mation officer Mary Dettloff. 
The office runs the annual census 
of the endangered Kirtland’s 
warbler and serves aS a station 
for collecting information on the 
health of deer herds. 

The department is not prepared 
to say where the Mio workers 
would be relocated. 

Hunt said Oscoda County 
would most likely use the build- 
ing as a jail — which the’county 
does not have ~— or offices. 
Prisoners are held for up to 24 
hours at the sheriff’s office and 


then transferred to jails in neigh- 


boring counties,

A new bill would designate 
sections of the highway as the 
“Annie Oakley Memorial Trail.” 

As written, the bill would des- 
ignate stretches of U.S. 127 in 
Lenawee and Gratiot counties, 
but the actual location has not 
been finalized, said the sponsor, 
Rep. Maire Donigan, D-Royal 
Oak. 

Originally, it was to begin at 
the southern border of Michigan 
near Waldron to connect with 
Ohio's Annie Oakley Memorial 
Pike. 

The Ohio native started shoot- 
ing and hunting at the age of 9 
and quickly gained fame for her 
amazing aim, touring many years 
with Buffalo Bill's Wild West 
Show. She once shot the ash off a 


cigarette in the hand ofthe Prince «1 dispel theisfalse: rumors ‘about - 


of Prussia, Wilhelm II:- at his 
request, 
In 1882, Oakley traveled on 


what became U.S. 127 as she 
toured Michigan's Lower 
Peninsula. 


Oakley continued performance 
shooting until her death in 1926. 
“She's a real inspiration to 


- Oakley's 


women,” Donigan said, “She suf- 
fered, but she rose above that.” 

Memorial designations recog- 
nize important people, said Kari 
Arend, a communication officer 
at the Michigan Department of 
Transportation. 

“Ft's a matter of honor,” she 
said. 

The cosponsors are 
Democratic Reps Aldo Vagnozzi 
of Farmington Hills; Mary 
Valentine of Muskegon; Richard 
Hammel. of Flushing; and 
Kathleen Law of Gibraltar. 

The woman behind the bill is 
great niece, Bess 
Edwards, an 85-year-old Royal 
Oak resident, Donigan said. 

“You wouldn't believe what 
this woman has done to promote 
Annie Oakley,” she said. 

In 1984, Edwards, whose 
grandfather was Oakley's broth- 
er, started a foundation to pro- 
mote her ancestor and to help 


Oakley, of which there are many, 
Edwards said. 

“A lot of the things that were 
written were totally false,’ she 
said. 

One of the most famous myths 
is that Oakley robbed a bank to 
support a cocaine addiction, 
Donigan said, but that was untrue 


because the bank was robbed by 
another woman who falsely 
claimed to be Oakley. 

The musical “Annie Get Your 
Gun” is a fictionalized version of 
Oakley's life, which often con- 
fuses people about the facts, 
Edwards said. 

Edwards said she spends much 
of her time traveling to schools 
giving presentations, she said. 
“Word got around that I was the 
main resource on Annie Oakley, 
so teachers started calling me”, 

“The children sit on the edge 
of their seat with their Sa wide 
open,” she said. 

Edwards spearheaded Ohio's 
decision to name its pike in 2000, 
successfully raising interest in 
tourism and Oakley. 

“Maybe this will stir up some 
interest in Michigan,” she said. “I 
really think it will help.” 

The Annie Oakley Foundation 
has been stirring up interest in 
‘other ways, It has been ‘invdlved 
in producing books}; DVDs‘and 
television programs about her, 
and there is interest in creating an 
Annie Oakley doll, 
said. 

If the bill is approved, any 
markers along the memorial trail 
must be paid for by private con- 
tributions, Arend said.

Plenty of applicants 
seek Kirtland’s top post 


At least 26 potential appli- 
cants have thrown their hats 
into the ring to become the 
sixth president of Kirtlarid 
Community College. 

“So far, I’m been very 
impressed with the quality of 
candidates,” said Dale Shantz, 
Kirtland’s director of human 
resources. “They have what 
we’re looking for — and that is a 
lot.” 

The search for a successor to 
Dr. Charles Rorie, who has 
served as the top administrator 
at Kirtland since 2000, started 
_ last fall after Rorie announced 
his intentions to retire as of 
June 30. In October 2006, the 
KCC Board of Trustees hired 
search consultant David Ponitz, 
president emeritus of Sinclair 
Community College of Ohio. 

Shantz, the board’s liaison to 
Ponitz and member of the 
Advisory Committee, updated 
KCC board members at their 
regular monthly meeting Feb. 
15 at the Kirtland House, locat- 
ed on the college’s main cam- 
pus near Roscommon. 

According to Shantz, Ponitz 
will review the applications and 
conduct preliminary reference 
checks before submitting a list 
of. 15 recommended candidates 
to the Advisory Committee by 
_ mid-March. The committee, 
which includes various admin- 
istrators, staff members and 
individuals from the public sec- 
tor, will narrow that list to five 
finalists and two alternates, 

The full board of trustees 
could then interview the five 
finalists in April, before offer- 
ing ‘the college’s top adminis- 
trative post to the winning can- 
didate. KCC officials hope to

narrow it down to the seven 
individuals that most closely fit 
the profile approved by the 
board,” said Trustee Denis 
Weiss, one of two board mem- 
bers on the Advisory 
Committee. “That’s the pro- 
gram we laid out.” 

“We may change it,” added

Would you know what to do in 
a cardiac emergency?

$25/couple. 

Cardiovascular disease is the 
nation’s number one killer and 
many deaths—about 250,000 per 
year—occur suddenly and with- 
out warning due to sudden cardiac 
arrest. A victim of sudden cardiac 
arrest is likely to die within min- 
utes if CPR and defibrillation do 
not occur. CPR can add critical 
minutes to a sudden cardiac arrest 
victim’s life by pumping blood 
and oxygen to vital organs such as 
the heart, brain and lungs. The 
majority of all sudden cardiac 
arrests occur at home (75-80%) 
and only about 5 percent of sud- 
den cardiac arrest victims survive. 
The signs of sudden cardiac arrest 
include an abrupt loss of con- 
sciousness, collapse and the loss 
of normal breathing. 

“When performed effectively, 
CPR doubles the chance of sur- 
vival,” said Paul Hagan, OMH 
CPR instructor. “Taking a CPR 
class is a great opportunity for res- 
idents to learn a skill that may 
save the life of a friend or family 
member. It is a vital, life-saving

pen deer season 


on a weekend, 
lawmaker says

A proposal to move up the 
opening of the deer rifle hunting 
season on a weekend instead of 
a weekday could save hunters 
the trouble of taking time off 
from work, a representative 
said. 

Rep. Rick Shaffer, R-Three 
Rivers, wants the season to 
begin on the second Saturday in 
November to be more conven- 
ient to hunters. 

That would be Nov. 10 this 
year instead of Nov. 15, a 
Thursday. The season would 
still last 15 days.. 

Shaffer also predicts an eco- 
nomic benefit if Michigan fol- 
lows the lead of states including 
Arkansas, Wisconsin and 
California, that moved their 
firearms date up. 

“T look at it also as an eco- 
nomic driver,’ Shaffer said. 
“This would allow tourists to 
drive to Michigan and hunt. 
This way they are spending 
their money here and helping 
out Our economy.” 

Shaffer, who is on the House 
Appropriations Committee 
which deals with budget, said 
some colleagues are receptive 


but he has no co-sponsors for 
the bill. 
Shaffer said he has received 


favorable responses from con- ~~ 


servation clubs but Rodney 
Stokes, the legislative liaison 
for the Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR), said he has- 
n’t heard the same reaction. 

“We did a survey a couple 
years back that talked about 
moving the date and what most 
hunters would think about mov- 
ing the date up,” Stokes said. 
“There wasn't a strong differ- 
ence in hunters caring or not 
caring on whether the date was 
moved up or not.” 

The DNR is _ analyzing 
Shaffer’s bill and other Jegisla- 
tion that could change the hunt- 


‘ing season, but Stokes said he is 


uncertain about the current bill 
and its effect. 

Shaffer acknowledged that 
the bill wouldn’t wipe out the 
budget deficit, but said he hopes 
for some benefit from the 
change. 

“In times like our current 
tragic economic time, we as leg- 
islators must look at any way 
that could help our situation. 
This could be one of those situ- 
ations,” Shaffer said.

Bridging the Straits, the 
questions and the myths

Like children in an old televi- 
sion show, tourists crossing the 
Mackinac Bridge say the darnd- 
est things, according to the 
Mackinac Bridge Authority. 

“What time does the bridge 
swing over to the island,” is one 
of the most commonly heard 
questions by toll collectors, said 
Bob..Sweeney, executive secre- 
tary of the authority. 

In November, the bridge will 
celebrate its 50th anniversary, 
and its keepers will hear plenty of 
interesting, entertaining and

When people cross the bridge, 


they don't realize they are still in 
Michigan, let alone the U.S.,” 
Sweeney said. “They want a dif- 
ferent exchange rate for their 
money.” 

Heightened passport rules for 
traveling between the U.S. and 
Canada have resulted in an 
increased asking of another ques- 
tion: 

“Do you need to see my pass- 
port?” 

Entering the Upper Peninsula 
is like entering a foreign or new 
world for some tourists, 

“We have one collector who is 
American Indian and looks very 
much so,” Sweeney said. “When 
people come across they will say, 
‘Look kids, a real Indian!’ He 
really gets a good laugh from that 
one.” 

Construction began on the 
bridge on May 7, 1954, following 
years of debate on how to best 
cross the Straits of Mackinac. 

Everything - from a tunnel to a 
series of causeways, tunnels and 
bridges going from Cheboygan to 
Bois Blanc [sland to Round 
Island to Mackinac Island and 
finally ending in St. Ignace - 
before a single suspension bridge 
with two towers was’ ultimately 
chosen. 

“The original concept showed 


two suspension bridges” end to - 


end, said Sweeney. “There would 
have been four towers with three 
or four anchor piers.” 


Questions about nearby

Mackinac Island remains 


reachable primarily by ferry, and 
no motor vehicles, except emer- 
gency ones, are allowed on the 
historic site. 

Contrary to popular misbelief, 
there is no one buried in the con- 


agrete ofthe, Mackinac, Bridge, 
. according to the bridge authority. 


Commonly told among school- 
children, that story is about an 
ironworker who lost his footing 
and fell to his death. It's said he 
landed in newly poured concrete, 
where his body lies today, pre- 
served beneath. the bridge con- 
necting the two peninsulas of 
Michigan. 

While historians say no iron- 
worker is encased in concrete, 
five people did die in accidents 
related to construction of the 
bridge. 

One diver died when he sur- 
faced too quickly, a welder died 
when he fell into an underwater 
retaining structure, a worker fell 
from a short distance into the 
water and drowned, and two oth- 
ers fell 550 feet from a catwalk 
near the north tower, according to 
the authority. 

Of the two workers who fell 
from the catwalk, one body was 
recovered immediately and the 
other was never found, it said. 

Tolls have always been a staple 
of the bridge to offset the costs of 
construction and maintenance. 

“fT remember when the toll was 
75 cents,” is another frequent 
comment. — 

Funny, considering tolls were 
never that low, said Sweeney. 

Opened on Nov. 1, 1957, tolls 
were set at $3.25 per passenger 
vehicle. 

In 1961, tolls rose to 3.50 and 
again to $3.75, where they stayed 
until 1969, when the Legislature 
passed funding for the authority 
and tolls were lowered to $1.50 


for a passenger vehicle. 

The cost for traversing the 
bridge remained at §1.50 until 
2005, when it was raised to 
$2.50, because of increased 
maintenance costs, Sweeney 
said, 

The Mackinac Bridge is the 
third-longest suspension bridge 
in the world behind the Akashi 
Kaikyo Bridge in Japan at 12,826 
feet between suspensions and the 
Great Belt Bridge in Denmark at 
8,921 feet. Both bridges opened 
in 1998, 

At 8,614 feet between suspen- 
sions, the Mackinac Bridge is the 


_ Jongest, suspension bridge in the , 


Western Hemisphere. . 

The total length of the bridge is 
28,372 feet. It links Mackinaw 
City in the Lower Peninsula and 
St. Ignace in the Upper 
Peninsula. 

At just over five miles, the 
bridge is long enough to cause 
some trouble for crossing 
motorists who fail to fill up their 
gas tanks before crossing, 

“{t happens every year,” 
Sweeney said of motorists run- 
ning out of gas. “It's really inter- 
esting how many we get. It's not 
a comfortable place to be broken 
down.” 

Because there is nowhere to 
go, bridge officials must go to the 
embarrassed motorists and bring 
them gas or tow them across, 

Not all events that occur on the 
bridge are so negative, however. 


One of Northern Michigan's 


largest events of the year, the 
Mackinac Bridge Labor Day 
walk, results in at least one per- 
son proposing marriage. 

To keep the bridge looking 
pristine, workers spend countless 
hours and use myriad gallons of 
paint. 

“Evety year we use around 
50,000 gallons for spot painting,” 
said Sweeney. “We used to paint 
from one end to the other and it 
would take seven years, or 
350,000 galions of paint.” Of the 
paint used each year, 45,000 gal- 
lons of green is used on the lower 
sections and cables, while 5,000 
of ivory is used on the structures, 

Because of an $80 million 
maintenance plan, the 50-year-

old structure is expected to have 
an infinite lifespan. 

Everything from the steel 
structure below the deck to the 
joints holding the bridge together 
are slated for replacement by 
2014, said Sweeney. 

“A suspension bridge is like a 
rope bridge above a ravine,” he 
said, 

And like a rope bridge, it 
shifts, as much as 35 feet in high 
winds, resulting in wear and tear 
to components of the structure, 
according to the authority. 

But don't worry, the bridge 
won't fall or tip over, the authori- 
ty promises.

AARP warns consumers about new 
twist on Medicare Part D fraud 


Seniors are often the target of 


many different kinds of fraud, 
including fraud surrounding 
Medicare Part D_ prescription 
drug coverage. With regard to 
Medicare Part D, they face the 
possibility of being scammed, in 
one way or another, by crooks 
who offer to help them switch 
their coverage into a plan that 
may not be recognized — in 
Michigan. 

AARP. is warning Medicare 
Part D subscribers about a new 
twist on Medicare Part D fraud 
that is a variation on slamming, 
the practice of tricking people 
into switching coverage through 
deceptive marketing. Medicare 
beneficiaries in Michigan 
recently received an official 
looking letter and were asked to 
complete a form. The victims 
believed they were dealing with 
Medicare so they willingly dis- 
closed their personal informa- 
tion on the form, The informa- 
lion was then used by scammers

According to the Web site 
www.medicare-partd.com, a 
Medicare recipient in the 
Midwest, and one on the West 
Coast, both reported being tele- 
phoned by someone claiming to 
represent Medicare. The per- 
son said that he would deposit 
money into the senior’s bank 
accounts if the seniors would 
provide the bank account num- 
bers. The caller asked one of 
the seniors for his social securi- 
ty number and threatened that if 
he did not provide it he would 
lose his Medicare coverage. At 
least one of these calls was 
traced to a phone number out- 
side of the United States. 

Seniors need to know that 
Medicare will never ask them to 
disclose personal information 
about the Part D plan. People
